This is not meant as a way 


to supersede Dulles but as a 
way to relieve him of an im- 
possible burden.

In my view it is urgent that 


there should occur at the cen- 
ter of the administration re- 
forms which will hi effect re- 
turn to the White House its nec- 
essary authority and to the sec- 
retary of state the tune and the 
freedom to ponder the great is- 
sues. It is urgent because there 
is every reason to think that 
the crisis in Algeria and 
in

Possibly one of the most surprising 


books of the decade is The Ordeal of Wood- 
row Wilson, written by ex-president Herbert 
Hoover. Mr. Hoover, of course, came into 
government service under President Wil- 
son, particularly in his work with overseas 
relief. But he was assuredly a Republican 
from 1920 on and he campaigned bitterly 
against changing the traditional American 
philosophy of government as advocated by • 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, in many ways a po- 
litical descendant of Woodrow Wilson. 


Mr. Hoover's book is not supposed to be a 


biography. It deals with the close of World 
War I and President Wilson's attempt to 
bring about "peace without victory" and to 
establish his Fourteen Points for the future. 


Mr. Hoover writes that when President 


Wilson came to Europe at the end of the war, 
he "reached the zenith of intellectual and 
spiritual leadership of the whole world 
never hitherto known in history 
No such 


man of moral and political power and no 
such evangel of peace had appeared since 
Christ preached the Sermon on the 
Mount Everywhere men believed that a 
new era had come to mankind ... With his 
courage and eloquence, he carried a mes- 
sage of hope for the independence of na- 
tions. the freedom of men and lasting peace. 
Never since his time has any man risen to 
the political and spiritual heights that came 
to him." 


In writing his book Mr. Hoover has 


worked for some 20 years in going over 
old papers and documents. But a great deal
